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Forward Movement on the NPT 


Monday it was announced that the Soviet 
Chios and the United States had simultane- 
ously taken the last step but one toward 
ratification of the nuclear nonproliferation 
treaty. AH that remains in this seemingly 
endless chain of procedural moves Is for both 
countries formally to register their docu- 
ments of -ratification in the capitals of the 
three nuclear nations that have signed up: 
Washington, Moscow and London. Thus, 
there Is still the possibility of some final 
hitch— hut it seems remote. 

What gave Monday's announcement its 
meaning (and its element of surprise) is that 
the Soviets should agree to this step before 
the West Germans had even signed the 
treaty. Bonn’s acquiescence and its position 
under the treaty's terms have long represent- 
ed the paramount Soviet interest In the 
whole affair. Moscow’s decision to ratify at 
this time would therefore seem to mean that 
It takes Chancellor Brandt’s profession of 
In tea f to sign seriously and that this move 
itself may be forthcoming in Bonn quite soon 
— presumably before the Soviets will have 
deposited their final ratification. 

To be sure, all this will not put the treaty 
Into effect, but It will help it along. In addi- 
tion to the three nuclear signatories, 40 na- 
tions must have ratified the treaty to make 
It operative. This means that 19 more nations 
must take final action. There is little ques- 
tion that the requisite number can be found 
or that big power ratification will hasten 
the process. But at this point there Is con- 
siderable question as to who those 19 nations 
trill be, whether their number will include 


many (or any) of the crucial nuclear thresh- 
old nations that have so far refused to sign: 
Japan, Australia, India. Israel— to name a 
few. In this regard it phould also be remem- 
bered that the Euratom nations, having 
signed the treaty— as most have done and 
all but France apparently mean to do— will 
not ratify it finally until negotiations on 
another subject have taken place. That sub- 
ject concerns the respective roles of Eura- 
tom and the International Atomic Energy 
Agency in the monitoring of peaceful uses 
programs to prevent the diversion of nuclear 
materials to nonpeaceful purposes. 

So the result of the Joint U.S.-S 0 vlet move 
may be to put the nuclear nonproliferation 
treaty into effect in the near future without, 
the adherence of those countries most es- 
sential to its success or even to any meaning 
it may have. This prospect is not as. ludicrous 
as It might seem. When the treaty has gone 
into effect it will be possible to expedite the 
important negotiations on safeguards be- 
tween Euratom and the IAEA and thus bring 
those Western European nations in Euratom 
under its terms. And once the treaty's gen- 
eral machinery has been set in motion out- 
side Western Europe, there Is little question 
that its provisions and obligations will com- 
plicate enormously the effort of noosigning 
nations in the nuclear threshold category to 
acquire the wherewithal for a nuclear ar- 
senal. Odd as it may seem. In other words, 
the decision to go ahead without the prin- 
cipal holdouts and “nuclear maybes” rep- 
resents a useful step forward.

‘Abhorrent to Conscience’

Institutions at War 


The statement Wednesday from the White 
Bouse deploring the alleged massacre of Viet- 
namese civilians by American troops as “ab- 
horrent to the conscience of the American 
people” expressed feelings universally shared 
throughout the United States. It would be 
even more appropriate, in view of the sick- 
ening evidence that has been brought for- 
ward by eyewitnesses and the profound im- 
pact and implications of these disclosures 
at home and abroad, for President Nixon 
personally to express his concern as chief 
Of state and commander In chief of the 
armed forces. 

Mare important than public statements, 
however, will be the diligence with which the 
government pursues its investigations not 
only into the events of March 16, 1968, at 
Song My but into the circumstances which 
kept the facts hidden for so long. Americans 
must beware of prejudging individual guilt, 
but enough is known already to require a 
complete public accounting and prosecution 
of those responsible — at all levels of author- 
ity. 

It should not be forgotten that, unforgiv- 
able as it is, the apparent face-to-face shoot- 
ing of civilians in a village street by Amer- 
ican foot-soldiers took place in the context 


of widespread slaughter of equally Innocent 
civilians from a distance by air and artillery. 
Every war is terrible; and cert ainly the Sec- 
ond World War had more than its share of 
wholesale civilian destruction. But even more 
than most other modem wars, the Vietnam 
war has been particularly hard on civilians 
because of its essentially civil nature. At the 
time of the Song My Incident, civilian casual- 
ties from all causes were running at the 
rate of 9,600 a month, according to official 
South Vietnamese sources. 

Granting that the innocent suffer in all 
wars and that the Vietnamese on both sides 
have shown far less concern for human life 
than have UB. forces, this country still needs 
to ask itself whether the ends It seeks in 
Vietnam Justify the terrible cost in human 
suffering. And if the investigation into Song 
My bears out the present indications that 
an unconscionable atrocity has indeed taken 
place, it will only reinforce the deep-seated 
doubts of millions of Americans today that 
the stated goals of this war can ever be 
achieved when Americans can be reduced to 
such bestiality and American power results 
in indiscriminate destruction of the com- 
munities of the very people in South Viet- 
nam whom we are trying to protect.

S TOCKHOLM.— It is idiocy, that 
the United States has no am- 
bassador in Sweden because we 
don't like the way Stockholm plays 
tootsy with North Vietnam. Amer- 
ica has been without an envoy here 
since January; nor is there any 
hint the cold shoulder treatment 
will end. 

Olof Palme, the astonishingly 
young-looking new prime minister, 
observes that this is ‘impractical'’ 
He says: “If Washington really 
wants to explain where we are 
wron g, there should be someone 
here to do the explaining.” 

And even opponents of Palme's 
Social Democratic regime echo his 
ironic view that “clearly America 
hasn't withheld an ambassador 
simply because it disapproves of our 
government since, after all, you have 
envoys in Greece, South Africa, 
Spain and Bulgaria, whose policies 
you don’t' always admire.” 

It is folly for Washington to 
convey the Impression anywhere — 
above all to essentially friendly 
Sweden— that we only send am- 
bassadors to countries we like. 
Precisely that muddle-headed ap- 
proach prevented us from recogniz- 
ing Peking a generation ago and 
isolated us from Moscow 17 years. 
The place to have envoys is. If 
anything, in capitals with which 
one is having trouble. 


It is notable that Stockholm 
discreetly sticks to traditional non- 
alignment on other wars such as 
Nigeria-Biafra t.hp Middle East. 
Swedish pilots flying for Blafra 
have been officially scolded and 
the government favors international 
peace-making efforts. Likewise, it 
keeps mum on the Arab-Israeli 
dispute, claiming it doesn't wish 
to embarrass UN mediation by Am- 
bassador Jarring, a Swedish diplo- 
mat. But no holds are barred on 
Vietnam. 


Tricky Game 
AH this haring been said, there is 
no doubt that Palme has been play- 
ing a tricky game on Vietnam 
which has the advantage here of 
attracting young left-wing voters 
from the sagging Communist party. 
Vietnam involves no Swedish in- 
terests and is a handy political 
token. 


Palme acknowledges: "ffe realize 
the wish of the United States was 
to go to Vietnam to promote democ- 
racy and social progress but your 
fate has been to become a rem- 
nant of the old colonial system. 
That is the tragedy. We have 
genuine sympathy and there is real 
concern for the vision explained 
by Carl Sandburg, a Swedish-

yes.' It is part of our vision too.” 

Palme claims that Sweden devel- 
oped its present view of UB. policy 
when the bombing of North Viet- 
nam started in 1965 but that once 
this stopped official criticism here 
subsided. However, "issues” arose 
which kept the temperature high: 
Swedish harboring of American 
military deserters and Stockholm’s 
recognition of Han oi. 

"According to our laws and tradi- 
tions. we must accept .these desert- 
ers,” the prime minister insists, 
“just os we took in French deserters 
during the Algerian war of the 
1950s. Actually the United States 
has a similar law. And we always 
recognize any government control- 
ling its territory. We had only held 
back on Hanoi in order to serve as 
an intermediary for Washington.

ISecessary to Agree ? 

The problem undoubtedly casts a 
shadow over U-S.-SwedJsh relation- 
ships. Palme insists: “We hare 
been careful about giving concrete 
advice but you can’t expect us to 
say: 'War in Vietnam ' 16 all right; 
we are for it.’ Is it necessary to 
friendship for a small country to 
agree with all your foreign policy 
just because you are enormously 
powerful?” 

Palme expresses these views with 
cogency and an air of conviction. 
Nevertheless, his opponents com- 
plain the Social Democrats depart- 
ed from normal Swedish neutrality 
to beat this drum because it was 
an inexpensive way of cultivating 
the left.

On Nonproliferation 

The ratification of the nonproliferation 
treaty by the United States and Moscow is 
a selfish gesture. Their own arsenals are in 
no way limited by the agreement and it was 
upon the Insistence of third powers and of 
their own allies that they had to insert in 
the preamble to the treaty a promise to end 
the nuclear arms race as soon as possible 
and to work for general and complete dis- 
armament. 

The opening of the Soviet -American SALT 
talks In Helsinki may pass for a beginning 
of execution of that promise. Anyway, it is 
not surprising that the treaty aroused such 
sharp criticisms all over the world and that 
Its scope, In the final analysis, remains limlt- 


The Leading Man 
The latest signals coining out of Paris 
confirm that the Pompidou government's 
new and more constructive approach to 
European policy is taking root. 

The argument, simple enough though 
hard to quantify, is that Britain and France, 
because of their roughly similar strength 
and position In the world, have everything 
to gain from working together, and much 
to lose by falling out. 

The upshot is that Mr. Pompidou will go 
to the s ummit meeting of the Six, not only 
as the central figure in the drama, but as 
a man with the authority to put his stamp 
on the whole European enterprise and give 
it a new dynamism. Naturally, for France 
French Interests come first. But with the 
very capable French government so alive to 
the deeper rationale of the Common Market 
as a whole, there is ground for expecting 
solid progress on the question of British 
membership.

TfTASHINGTON. — Did you know 
™ that the United States, in the 
event of an armed attack on the 
Philippines, would be committed 
far more explicitly than it ever 
was to anything in Vietnam to a 
pledge that the attack “would be 
Instantly repelled”? 

You probably didn't and neither, 
apparently, did many of the mem- 
bers of the Senate Subcommittee 
on American Security Commit- 
ments Abroad. The pledge is not 
contained either in the South-East- 
Asia Treaty Organization or the 
Phlllppine-Americaa Mutual De- 
fense Treaty, which the Senate 
ratified. Both of these require t* e 
United States to help the Philip- 
pines only *in accord with Its con- 
stitutional processes.” 

The senators— along with the 
press and the public it Is supposed 
to inform— just weren’t looking or 
listening hard enough. First Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in 1958, then 
President Johnson in 1964, public- 
ly used the “instantly repel” 
language in joint communiques 
with Philippine leaders. In be- 
tween, it was formally included in 
a memorandum of agreement be- 
tween the American ambassador 
and the Philippines foreign secre- 
tary. 

Direct Conflict 

Nevertheless, this obvious broad- 
ening of the American commitment 
to the Philippines was undertaken 
without any reference to Congress 
and despite its direct conflict with 
the formal treaty obligations. That 
suggests the extent to which Amer- 
ican military-foreign policy has 
taken on a bureaucratic life of its 
own in the years of the nation's 
emergence into world-power status. 


Nor, in the case of the Philip- 
pines, can the defense be raised 
that the sweeping “instantly repel” 
guarantee was a justifiable price 
to pay for Philippine cooperation. 

The subcommittee was informed 
by the State Department that this 
guarantee originally was made by 
John Foster Dulles In 1954 to help 
persuade the Philippines to sign 
the SEATO treaty. That treaty not 
only spoke of “constitutional pro- 
cesses”: but since the Philippines 
later agreed publicly with the 
United States that the war in 
Vietnam was being fought in ac- 
cordance with the SEATO treaty. 
It should have obligated them to 
participate in the war. 

In fact, despite his own ritual 
repetition of the “instantly repel” 
pledge, and despite more than a 
union dollars spent in two decades 
in the Philippines, President John- 
son ultimately hod to hire a 
Filipino construction battalion to 
go to Vietnam at a cost to the 
United States of about $39 mi ll ion. 

But this is only one part of the 
almost incredible tale unfolded In 
the subcommittee hearing, the rec- 
ord of which was published lost 
week. It was disclosed, for Instance, 
that the United States had deliver- 
ed 22 F-5 Jet fighters to the Philip- 
pines (and In 1969 Is providing 
812 percent of their operating 
costs!.

The top-level conferences in

Dame de Paris" and Michel 
Descombey’s version bf “Cop- 
pelia”— and two programs of 
shorter pieces. 

'Tm responsible for making 
it look good," he said. “It’s not 
what I would choose. But the 
Russians have something to say 
about it and they didn’t want 
any of the Bdjart ballets, for 
instance.” 

Taras, a quiet New Yorker 
whose boyish face belies hfa 
50 years, seems to have all the 
qualifications the Paris job de- 
mands— experience, a talent for 
remembering other people's bal- 
lets. the willingness to take on 
a challenge, and a place to live. 

The experience fa that for 
most of his life he has been 
somebody's ballet master, for 
the last ten years with George 
Balanchine’s New York City 
Ballet— not only keeping that 
great company in shape but 
acting as Balanchine's ambas- 
sador plenipotentiary to the

Another problem, he felt, is 
a limited classical background 
of many French dancers. “You 
know, some of the dancers do- 



ing ‘Les Sylphldes* at the ' 
Champs-Elysees this week had 
never seen it before, let alone 
danced in it. They had to 
learn it In three . weeks — that's 
faster than they are used to." 

He also hopes to get more 
rehearsal time, which might be 
a neat trick In what looks like 
an austerity year at the Op6ra. 

“In New York, we have what 
amounts to an eight-hour day. 
Here there are four 2 1/2- hour 
rehearsal periods a week, and 
just maintaining yourself takes 
more time than that," he said. 

Still, he seems to be getting 
results, and the program at the 
Champs-Elysees proves that he 
has some good young dancers.

Versatile, Young Pianists Perform in Paris 


T>ARIS, Nov. 27. — Among tbe 
highlights of an extraordi- 
nary fall concert season here 
have been the appearances in 
the last few days of two of toe 
leading pianists of the young- 
er generation — or of any gen- 
eration for that matter— Mar- 
tha Argerich and Christoph 
Eschenhach.

— One of WaU Street’s favorite 
nuggets of advice is “Don’t Sjell 
on strike news.” 

And why not? The rationale 
of the investment community is 
that If a strike docs occur in 
some company, the stock mar- 
ket often has discounted the 
development. 

At present, the most promi- 
nent TJ.S. company on strike is 
General Electric, the country’s 
largest producer of electrical 
equipment and a prominent 
factor in both electronics and 
atomic energy. 

So how has GE’s stock been 
doing and what is Wall Street 
saying about Its prospects? 

The nationwide strike against 
GE, begun Oct. 27, involves a 
coalition of 13 unions represent- 
ing 147,000 company employees. 

Critical Points 

At the outset, tile confronta- 
tion between GE. and some of 
the . nation’s most powerful 
unions, observers said, could be 
long and bitter. Inherent in thte 
situation were critical implica- 
tions not only for next year’s 
bargaining in the trucking and 
automobile industries, but also 
for the anti -inflation campaign 
being waged by the Nixon ad- 
ministration. 

This year, the high for GE 
Stock was 98 1. 4. 

The closing market quotation 
before the strike started was 87. 

Yesterday, with the overall 
market suffering its 13th 
straight decline, the stock closed 
unchanged at 81. Last Friday, 
it had touched a new 1969 low 
of 80 1/2 before closing at 
80 7/8. 

Historical Swing 

During the last decade, the 
stock has shown fairly wide 
swings. As far back as 1959, GE 
shares traded at around their 
current market price. 

Like many another blue-chip 
issue, GE fared better in the 
1950s than during the 1960s. 
Between late 1951 and lqte 
1959. for example, the shares 
quadrupled In value. 

During the 1952 market break, 
GE sank as low as 54 Z ’4. 
Thereafter, it embarked upon 
an upswing and reached a high 
of 120 1/4 in the latter part of 
1965. 

One result of the current 
strike is that Wall Street has 
been lowering Its estimates of 
1969 earnings for the company, 
whose product lines range from 
household appliances and light 
bulbs to electric locomotives and 
atomic power plants.

On the diagramed r 10 ^ the 
North-South partnership reach- 
ed a slightly optimistic game 
contract. .Once North cad 
opened the bidding and raised 
spades.

North staggered on to gams, 
showing a confidence in his 
partner's skill in dummy play 
that proved to be weil-iustifiec. 
South ducked the opening lead 
of the club king and won the 
club continuation with dum- 
my's ace. He cashed the ace 
and king of spaces, revealing 
the bad trump break, and 
made the key play of ducking a 
heart. 

The declarer had to assume 
a favorable heart situation, 
frith the frvng on-side and the 
suit breaking three-i^ro. The 
immediate duck kept his com- 
munications intact and made 
the defense very difficult. 

In practice East won and 
tried to cash two diamond 
tricks. South ruffed the second 
round with the spade nine, 
cashed the spade queen, and 
Jed a heart. When West pro- 
duced the heart king, it was an 
easy matter to win with the 
ace. pull the remaining trump, 
and n-nkp the rest of the tricks. 

South would have had no 
trouble if the defenders had 
continued clubs, which they 
could not easily maneuver as 
the cards lie. He would have 
ruffed with the spade jack in 
the dummy and taken the 
marked finesse in trumps 
against the ten. 

The winning defense, not 
easy to see, was for East to re-

FIRE FROM HEAVEN "■ 
By Mary Renault. Pantheon Boote. 375 p 
Reviewed by Cecilia Holland 


■ifTJCH of history is caught up 
■L” great expanses of order 
an*? balance,' times, .not neces- 
sarily peaceful, in which men. 
seem to operate according to 
universally accepted rules pd 
standards.

orthodox and unpredictable

- But when a -dvilisation is 
. decaying and another .beginning 
to develop, exceptions to the 
rule often became more impor- 
tant i.Hty n the rules themselves, 
the miraculous and the mysteri- 
ous outweigh aQ the inertia and 
conformity of .tradition. In 
these realms at Infinite pos- 
sibility, men and Ideas appear 
that defy the "logical” limits on 
human creativity and resource. 
One thinire of Genghis 
Shakespeare, Michelangelo, Ein- 
stein. 

Mary Renault's new novel, 
“Fire from "Heaven,” recounts 
the first twenty years in the 
life of another such man, 
Alexander of Matedon, 
Alexander the Great. The story 
is not particularly fresh; nearly 
everybody has read Plutarch, 
and Miss Renault leans heavily 
on the details found only in 
Plutarch's "Lives.’’ But "Fire 
from Heaven” overcomes. In 
part, the wen- worn material. 

Olympias, Alexander's mother, 
hated Philip, who was supposed 
to be his father; this everybody 
knows, but Miss Renault 
portrays Olympias so vividly 
that you learn It all over again, 
fresh. Some lesser writers have 
made Olympias out to be a 
royal fishwife, screeching in- 
sults; Miss Renault portrays, 
her as a fierce, passionate 
creature, frightening and 
fascinating, a Medea, a Diony- 
sian. Here Miss Renault's su- 
perb sense of Greek ambience 
works far her. 

Elsewhere, it hinders. Alex- 
ander is, throughout, heroic, 
handsome and well-beloved, his 
fate always working visibly in 
Mm, wig problems with Ms 
parents stem .from too tnnnh 
love rather than too little, as ' 
well as from an oversized 
Oedipus complex originating in 
the first scene in the book. In 
his struggle to avoid domina- 
tion by either Olympias or 
Philip, he is overwhelmingly 
successful from the first. Ac- 
cording to Miss Renault, he was 
Alexander the Great from 
birth. 

Superhero. . 

Occasionally, this .superhero " 
characterization works; the 
little boy calmly receives Persian 
ambassadors and . a&fot tiwm 
startling questions, the some- 
what older boy reacts to Ids 
father's scorn that he sings 
well by running out and col- 
lecting himself a few heads in 
a tribal war. But Miss Re- 
nault's refusal to let Alexander 
make mistakes and be unhappy 
and be unsure at least some of 
the time eventually frustrates 
the most hero-worshiping reader 
—I am one— into longing for a 
little genuine pain.

W ASHINGTON. iAP.'.—A pri- 
vate postal system called 
IPSA, which handles third- 
class mail at lower cost than 
the U.S. Post Office, now is 
operating in 37 cities, making 
money, and expanding. 

On parcel post hauls, the 
privately operated United Parcel 
Service is plying streets and 
highways with 20.000 of its own 
shiny vehicles and charging less 
on many Intercity deliveries 
than Uncle Sam. 

UPS is awaiting a final gov- 
ernment go-ahead to extend its 
interstate service into nine 
more states, for a total of 45. 
It is growing because— it claims 
—many business firms prefer it 
to the U.S. mails for reliabil- 
ity and predictability of service. 

Air freight is a booming entry 
in the package-hauling industry 
and may get cheaper as bigger 
jets come along. Greyhound 
buses haul bandies as well as 
people. The venerable REA 
Express sun-ires and thrives 
despite the decline of the rail- 
roads. and the yellow pages 
show a longer list each year of 
competing private local, regional 
and national express haulers

The private carriers are being 
watched with keen interest by 
supporters of Prescient Nixon's 
proposal to reorganize the postal 
system into a business-type 
corporation.

fice third-class rate: 


The u-S. Post Office dharges 
S33 per 1.000 for Trail g»_gg of up 
to 250.000 such pieces a year, 
and StQ for each additional 
thousand- IPSA charges S33 
per LOCO for the saturation-type 
mailings.

A 10-nound package from New 
York to Jacksonville, Fla^ for 
instance, costs $L65 by mail and 
SL45 by UPS. 

From New York to Washing- 
ton the charge Js &1J5 by U.S. 
parcel post, $1.05 by UPS; From 
New York to Philadel phia, a 20- 

ponnd package goes by mail for 
$Z.C5 and by UPS for 90 cents. 

The Post Office points out, 
however, that UPS has a great 
advantage: ft deals ordinaxfiy 
with business firms, not with 
millions of individual mailers.
